Several months back there was an inquiry about a Falcon A Sedan 
that was seen competing at Mid-Ohio Poad Course in the late 60's or 
early 70's. I am and have been involved in Course Marshalling at 
the track since the mid Sixties. I do not personally remember the 
car in question, but this last weekend at the Red Roof Inn National 
I spoke to several people who remember the car. 

It was owned by a Bob Johnson - Of Johnson Catering, Columbus, OH 
For all intents it must have been a community operated car as 
Johnson, Con Sesslar, ETC., drove it on various occasions. Johnson 
is reputed to still own every car he has ever purchased or built so 

Johnson Catering probability would be a good point to start. 

Conversation amongst the workers indicated the car was 427 powered 
and was quick. Sesslar and Johnson usually were quick in about 
anything that they drove, In this I speak of first hand experience 
having chased them both an numerous occasions.
